#1, (a) The Legislaturé now In extra
gesslon has enieted laws (In conformity
with the provislons of the new Constltu-
tlgn) regulating the muanagomont of the
hospitals for the Insane and of the peni-
tontinry, which will tend to Infuse new
1ife, wherever necded, In these institution
and keep them on As high a plane of ex-

cellency as possihle. Fach hospltal s
now under the immedinte control of &

special bonrd, compozed of three members
and the specinl hoards of the several hos-
pitals (four In number, three for whites
and one for negroes) constliute a genernl
board, which has supervision ' over all
ihe hospiials and shapes and directs the
poliey. of managemelt, which promises Lo
be of a progressiye nature.

“hhere' |a nlso o commissionsr of hos-
pitals, whose duty {t 13 to examine
monthly the books and accounts of the
severn] Insiitotions, establish and main-
tain a uniform Eystem of Thook-keeping
and see that all funds appropriated for
maintenance are expended In the manner
and’ for the purposes prescribed by the
Leglsiature. Tha term of lhe commis-
sloner 1s four an# that of each director,
slx years, Formerly the terme of the di-
rectors were threg years. The termns of
euperintendents. and other officers have
heen lengthened from two {o four years.
Tha genernl hoard apaoints the superin-
tendents: the several speclal honrds ap-
point the other officers, and the super-
intendentz appoint all other employes of
the Tespective Institution.

“The bl provides for the care in the
hospltals of what Is  generally termed
fiarmless and senile dements.

THI CRIMINAL INSANTE,

A most excellent featire of the new
etatute I8 that one Wwhich provides that
“if any person convicted of erime and
sentenced to conflnement In the State
penitentinry become Insans during the
term for which he has been convicted and
sentenced, he shall be confined and treat-
ed in a specinl ward in the State peni-
tentlnry to be me! nglde and reseryved for
guph  insane eriminals,

“The new Conatitution and the revised
gtatute provide for tho appolntment by
the Governor of n hoprd of five direc-
tors, with a term of flve years oach, to
manage the State penitentlary, appoint
ihe superintendent, physiclan, ete. Tor-
merly the board of directors was com-
posed of three persons, the superintendent
wag elected by the Teglsloturs and the
physician was appolnted by the Governor.
Under the new law the superintendent
appolnts all the asslstants, guards, ete,

“Expellent business men have hesn se-
lected by the Governor to control and
dlract the manogement of the hospltals
and the pealtentlary,

“The bhubltunl drunkard came In for
consideration at the hands of the IT.eg-
{glature. Under certain condltions and re-
gtrietions, he may be committed for four
months or longer, to tha care and control
of a private Institution.

(b) Ne new Btate institution has been
establshed, but considerable  Improve-
ments have been made at nearly all the
axisting ones,

““The penltentiary hes recelved special
attentlon on ihe part of the Stato gov-
ernment. A large hullding deslgned and
construeted on moderm up-ie-dale plans
is In couree of erection. The cost wil] ha
aboul $200,000, IL will he & credit to the
Blate.

“I'n place of the bullding at the Eastern
Biate Hoellel, which was destroved by
fire in Japuary, 182 a magnlficent strue-
ture, thoroughly equipped 1n every partle-
ular, has been completed, Now Virginin
has accommodations at her hospliialy (o
care for ull her insane.

Case Similar to the Famous
Indianola One.

NEGRO CARRIER STOPPED

Warned Not to Continue in Service Un
der Penalty of Death—Posimasler
Genaral Has Ordered Thor-
ough Investigation of Affair.

(Dy Aesccloted Press.)

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.=The
Postoffice Department was notlified offi-
clally to-day that John €, Allgood, a col-
ored rural dellvery letter eéarrler, while
making his regular trip near Gallatin,
Tenn,, was stopped by men armed und
masked, and that he and his colored sub-
slitute carrier werc worned not to con-
tinue In the service under penalty of
denth, Postmaster-General Fayne has
guspended sgervice on the route, pending
{nvestigation, and If the reports of the
affalr are confirmed summary action will
follow. The Incldent may become a sec-
ond Indlanoln case. The news of the af-
fnir reached tha Postmaster-General, to-
day In a telegram from Postmaster I
Swaney, of Gallatin,

The rural earrier route was put In affact
March 1st last. There were five appll-
cnnts under Lhe 'elvil service rules: for
arpolntment as rural carriar. The threa
mer passing the highest on the list were
all colored. Under the elvil servica rules
the Postmaster-General says there Is no
option with the department except 10
appoint the person who stands highest
on Lhe Hst; therefors, Allen ¥, Dillard,
colored, wns appolnted. He resigned
about three weeks ago, and on the 26th
of lnst month the Clvil Service Doard cer-
tified the second man on the lst, John
C. Allgond, colored.

Postmaster-General Payne later sold 1f
the facts wera as repoerted only two
courses of aetlon would be apen, namely:
Tn snbolish the route and leave the people
thereon without that service, or to send
eoldlers to the scene to protect the car-
rler in the performanca of his duty. Mr.
Pnynae sald  the former course was the
more probable. Ha cnlled attentlon to the
clvil service stntus of the carrlers, and
enld thnt the nppolntees were secured
through the Civil Service Commliaslon,
thelr selection, therefore, not belng op-
tional with him.

1t is sald at the department that the
penaltles’ provided by law for gtich of-
fenses are covered In sectlons 3860 'and
o005 of the revised statutes. The former
rends as follows:

“Every person who wilfully and mall-
clously assnults any letter carrjer who Is
fn uniform whilo engaged on his route in
{hr discharge of his duty ns a letter car-
rier, and every person who wilfully alds
or nselsts thereln shall for every such
offense be punishable by a fine of not less
than $100 and not moere than $1,000; or by
imprigonment for not less than one year
and not more than thrke years.!

The other sectlon provides that ‘‘any
persan who shall knowlngly and wilfully
obetruct or retard the passage of a mall
enrrler shall for every such offense he
punishable by a fine of not more than
3100,"

1t ia polnted out that the dlfference be-
tween these pennitles hingea on the wenr-
ing of the un{form, and also that the word
tassanlt’’ within the meaning of the law
contemplates just such an offense as that
reported. 4
